It quoted one source as 
saying the NSA, which carries 
out most U.S. electronic intel- 
ligence gathering, also has de- 
veloped the ability to inter- 
cept or piggyback the Soviet l 
efforts to transmit their infor- 
mation, but did not elaborate * 
on how the NSA performed 
such activities.
